Goals 


The primary goal of Rush Medical College of Rush University 
is to provide an outstanding learning environment for future 
physicians within the most comprehensive, current and humane 
patient care setting. This goal is consistent with the 

tradition of the University which bases its academic programs 
in the health care system and strives to create interdependent 
excellence in patient care, education and scientific investigation. 
Toward this end, the faculty and staff of Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Medical Center have developed a comprehensive 
delivery system that extends the same standard of care to 

all patients and offers the continuous personalized concern 
that characterizes the best patient care. The components of 
this system — the Medical Center’s patient floors, its research 
facilities, its affiliated educational and health care institutions, 
the offices of its faculty and staff, the clinics and Health 
Center, and the communities in which patients live — comprise 
the dynamic learning environment and primary classroom- 
laboratory of Rush Medical College. 

Rush Medical College, along with Rush College of Nursing 
and Allied Health Sciences, and Rush Graduate College are 
part of the commitment of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center to develop a prototype academic health care 
system. This voluntary system is directed toward staffing the 
medical sciences with a sufficient number of 
high-quality health professionals to deliver care to a million 
and a half people of varied health status and across the spectrum 
of socio-economic and ethnic settings. Rush University 
is working toward the development of a well-balanced 
combination of programs that will graduate 120 physicians, 50 
of whom will enter primary care disciplines, and an appropriate 
number of nurses and allied health professionals, and research 
scientists each year, to support such a system. 

At the core of the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center system is Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital which is 
linked with a network of hospitals in urban, suburban and rural 
areas; the Johnston R. Bowman Health Center for the Elderly; 
outpatient Hospital-based and community health centers; a 
health maintenance organization (ANCHOR); the private 
offices of the faculty and staff; Rush University and its 
Colleges. 

It also includes the Research Institute and related research 
facilities in which more than $5 million each year is expended 
for scientific investigation into basic, clinical and 
multidisciplinary areas. This active program of research at 
Rush is essential to maintaining the intellectual discipline 
necessary for a scholarly approach to the practice of medicine 
and to narrow the gap between such discovery and its 
application to patient problems. Rush offers the opportunity 
for investigation not only of diseases of organ systems, but 
also of the distribution and the delivery of health care services 
in a real-world environment. The faculty believes that inquiry 
into each of these areas must be available to students if they 
are to become practicing physicians who will continue to 
learn throughout their medical careers. 

Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center is not simply 
a collection of old institutions joined together, but a new and 
vigorous system combining the necessary personnel, facilities, and 
programs to provide a single standard of comprehensive health 
care, and the intellectual and clinical environment necessary 
to offer the best educational opportunities possible to 
tomorrow’s health professionals. 
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After the Chicago Fire of 1871, students and faculty of Rush 
Medical College stand in the ruins of their school (top). By 1875, a 
new building had been erected on the corner of Harrison and Wood 
Streets. More than 100 years later, the Class of 1974, celebrated the 
groundbreaking for the future home of the Medical College at 
Harrison and Paulina.

The Rush Tradition 


The establishment of Rush University in 1972 by the Executive 
Board and the Trustees of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center represents a combined heritage that stretches 
back to 1837. On March 2nd of that year, the Illinois State 
legislature chartered Rush Medical College two days before 
the City of Chicago was incorporated. Forty-eight years later, 
in 1885, the first antecedent of Rush College of Nursing and 
Allied Health Sciences, the St. Luke’s Hospital Training 
School for Nurses, opened its doors to offer diploma education 
in nursing. In 1903, the Presbyterian Hospital School of 
Nursing accepted its first students. The forebears of Rush 
Graduate College, which will train scholars in the basic 
sciences, can be traced to early members of the Rush Medical 
College faculty whose scientific inquiries led to numerous 
advances in the field of medicine. 

Today Rush University continues to build on its tradition 
of commitment to the education of future health care 
practitioners and to the establishment of a rational system for 
the delivery of care to all segments of the population. The 
University is fully accredited to offer programs leading to the 
baccalaureate, master’s and doctorate degrees, as well as the 
degree of doctor of medicine. 

Affiliations with liberal arts colleges and universities provide 
students in the undergraduate programs of Rush University 
with a solid foundation in the humanities and in the basic 
behavioral, biological and physical sciences. A special program 
permits a small group of Medical College students to complete 
the first year basic science curriculum at one of two affiliated 
colleges (see p. 29). 

As an integral element of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center, which was incorporated in 1969, Rush 
University is part of a cooperative health care delivery system 
which serves approximately 1.5 million people through its own 
resources and those of affiliated health care and academic 
institutions. At the Medical Center more than 5 million dollars 
are awarded each year to carry out basic research and clinical 
investigation in traditional disciplines and in multi-disciplinary 
areas. 

The Rush academic tradition bases the learning environment 
in the health care system. Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center is the primary classroom of Rush Medical College. 


Advances in Medicine 


Rush Medical College 


Dr. Daniel Brainard, the founder of Rush Medical 
College, left Philadelphia and arrived in Chicago 
in 1836 when it was little more than a prairie 
village. He saw that the village would grow and 
soon need more physicians. Brainard had earned 
well-merited fame in the East and in Europe as an outstanding 
surgeon and as an investigator whose publications included 
studies on rattlesnake venom, the treatment of wounds with 
iodine, and the treatment of non-united fractures. Intimately 
correlated with Brainard’s devotion to the practice of medicine 
and to research was his enthusiasm for medical education and 
teaching. It was his foresight and dedication that led him to 
gather a faculty for a new medical school and to name the 
college after Dr. Benjamin Rush, the Father of American 
Psychiatry and a signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

Rush Medical College began its first session of 16 weeks on 
December 4, 1843, with 22 students enrolled. The first faculty 
included James Van Zandt Blaney, professor of chemistry, 
Austin Flint, Sr., professor of medicine, and John Evans, 
professor of obstetrics who later founded Northwestern 
University and then became territorial governor of Colorado. 

Many significant advances in medicine were pioneered at 
Rush. James Blaney discovered chloroform here simultaneously 
with C.H.Y. Simpson in England. He also helped organize the 
Chicago Board of Education and the Chicago and Illinois 
Medical Societies. Nicholas Senn, a Rush surgeon, performed 
the first operations on gunshot wounds of the abdomen and 
perforation of the intestines following trauma. The theory that 
disease can be contagious received early support from Graham 
N. Fitch, professor of obstetrics and women’s and children’s 
diseases, who documented the transfer of disease through 
infected clothing. James Nevins Hyde, member of an early Rush 
faculty, is credited with the first description of the influence of 
sunlight as a causative factor in skin cancer. The career of James 
B. Herrick included the first description of sickle-cell anemia, 
the clinical description of coronary heart disease, and the 
demonstration of the electrocardiographic pattern of coronary 
occlusion. 

Arthur Dean Bevan, an early chairman of the department of 
surgery, was the chairman of the Council on Medical Education 
of the American Medical Association which instigated the classic 
study, “Medical Education in the United States and Canada”, 
and recruited the required funds from the Carnegie Foundation 
for the historic report by Abraham Flexner. Willis J. Potts, a 
Rush graduate and faculty member, carried out studies in the 
Rush laboratories preliminary to the development of the “blue 
baby” operation. The husband-and-wife faculty team of George 
and Gladys Dick developed methods of diagnosis and

immunization against scarlet fever while at Rush. In 1839, Dr. 
Blaney opened the first free dispensary west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. It became known as the Central Free Dispensary in 
1873, and today is the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital 

Health Center. 

In 1877, Rush Medical College voted to establish a hospital 
and to raise $15,000 for the building. Under the direction of Dr. 
Joseph Priestly Ross, the school began construction of the 
hospital adjacent to the college building. To the first section 
of Presbyterian Hospital, opened in 1883, were added the David 
Jones Memorial and the June Murdock section for women and 
children. At the dedication of Murdock Memorial in 1912, 

Dr. James B. Herrick epitomized the philosophy which then 
and now has characterized the soul of Rush: 

“The Presbyterian was founded with two high purposes, 
caring for the sick and aiding in medical education. The hospital 
that confines itself solely to the treatment of the sick is 
somewhat dwarfed. To be kept alive and progressive it should 
have the stimulus of the necessity of instructing young, active 
wide-awake undergraduates, interns and nurses. This addition 
to the hospital gives us these facilities; it opens to the staff 
the opportunity of acquiring more knowledge and it also gives 
us added facilities for research. . . Unless the spirit of research 
is in a hospital, unless it pervades the various branches of the 
medical institution, the educational function of the hospital 
languishes and the atmosphere becomes stale; things fail to 
progress and the patients suffer... And yet no matter what 
view we may take the central figure in the hospital is and 
should be, the patient.” 

In its first century, over 10,000 physicians received their training 
at Rush Medical College and Presbyterian Hospital. 

A nominal academic affiliation existed between Rush and Lake 
Forest University from 1887 to 1898. In June 1898, Rush Medical 
College affiliated with the University of Chicago. In 1941 the 
affiliation ended while Rush continued corporate existence. 

The faculty continued undergraduate and graduate teaching 
responsibilities in medicine and the biological sciences as 
members of the faculty of the University of Illinois. 

In 1956 Presbyterian Hospital and the Dispensary merged 
with St. Luke’s Hospital, founded in 1864, to create Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital and Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Health Center. 
In October 1969, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center 
was formed from Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital and Health 
Center and Rush Medical College. In March 1971, the members 
of the medical and scientific staffs of Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Medical Center once again became the faculty of Rush 
Medical College. First year, advanced standing, and third year 
medical students matriculated in the fall of 1971.

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Selection Process 


Entrance Requirements 


Admissions 


Rush Medical College is strongly committed to the selection of 
individuals who will become vital members of the medical 
community as students, practitioners, educators, and researchers. 
Throughout the curriculum, emphasis is placed on the preparation 
of physicians who will function chiefly as medical practitioners, 
and who will be committed to the delivery of quality health care 
to a variety of populations including those which are now 
underserved. 

The selection process at Rush has been described by many 
applicants as being more personal than most. Considerable time, 
energy and empathy are invested by the Committee on 
Admissions and by the faculty and students who participate in 
the interviewing process. Because we seek potential physicians 
who will be committed to meeting society’s health care needs, 
non-cognitive factors such as character, goals, personality, 
accomplishments and experience must be assessed as well as 
academic criteria. 

High scholastic achievement, although important, is only a 
partial qualification for acceptance. The Committee on 
Admissions seeks individuals who exhibit social and intellectual 
maturity, personal integrity, motivation and concern. Preference 
for admission is given to residents of the State of Illinois. 

Rush Medical College encourages applications from and 
gives full consideration to all applicants regardless of race, 
creed, national origin, or sex. The College is committed to 
attracting candidates who will help make the physician population 
more representative of the national population.

Admission to Rush Medical College requires satisfactory 
completion of 90 semester hours of undergraduate study before 
matriculation at the medical school. No priority in admissions is 
given to science majors. Concentrated study in another area 
with the demonstration of excellence in the required science 
courses, is considered appropriate to a medical education at 
Rush. The Committee on Admissions looks for quality of course 
work rather than the field in which it was done. 

Rush. Medical College requires all entering students to 
complete the following course work, as a minimum, before 
matriculation: 
® one year of physics 
@ one year of biology with emphasis in zoology 
® one year of inorganic chemistry 
® one year of organic chemistry or one semester of organic 

chemistry and one of biochemistry 

Courses in mathematics, social sciences, and English are 
strongly recommended. Because the required courses provide 
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Application Procedure 


the foundation upon which modern biological and medical 
sciences are built, the Committee gives special attention to 
competence in these areas. Applicants are advised to pursue 
subjects beyond the stated minimums, especially if they have 
not done excellent work in the required courses. 


Rush Medical College is a cooperating member of the American 
College Application Service (AMCAS), sponsored by the 
Association of American Medical Colleges. All applications to 
Rush must be initiated through AMCAS. This is accomplished 
in the following way: 

1. Obtain an application request form from your pre-medical 
advisor or from AMCAS directly:

Upon receipt of the completed form, AMCAS will mail you 
an application packet. 

2. Complete the AMCAS application indicating Rush Medical 
College on the designated list of schools. Please note that AMCAS 
strongly recommends receipt of your college transcripts at least 
two weeks prior to processing your application. The application 
deadline for admission in 1976 is November 15, 1975; therefore, 
official college transcripts should be in the hands of AMCAS 
no later than November I, 1975. Send only the material that has 
been requested. At this point in the application process, send 
nothing to Rush. Additional information will be requested as it 
is needed. 

3. The application deadline for the Rush Medical College 
class entering in 1976 is November 15, 1975. Applicants are 
advised that the deadline is firm. Consideration of late 
applications due to circumstances beyond the control of the 
applicant, will require a letter from Rush to AMCAS, giving 
AMCAS permission to process the material to Rush. The 
applicant must request this letter from the Rush Admissions 
Office and must include it with the AMCAS application. 

4. In addition to the AMCAS application, all applicants must 
complete the Medical College Admissions Test (MCAT). 

The examination should be taken in May of the year of 
application; however, a medical school application may be 
submitted if the student plans to take the examination in 
October. Scores must be received from MCAT before full 
consideration can be given to a candidate for admission. It is 
advisable, therefore, to take the examination in May if at all 
possible. Application forms for the MCAT may be obtained from 
your pre-medical advisor or by writing directly to:

5. When Rush initially receives folders from AMCAS, a 
preliminary review is conducted. If there is a reasonable 
possibility of acceptance, the applicant is sent the Supplemental 
Application packet and asked to complete the application process. 
Letters of recommendation are requested at this time and 
should not be sent to the Medical College unless the 
Supplemental Application is received. A fee of $20 will be 
required for further processing. Fee waivers are automatically 
granted to applicants whose service fees are waived by AMCAS. 

6. A personal interview is required of all students who are 
admitted to Rush Medical College. However, requests for 
interviews are generated only by members of the Committee 
on Admissions. Approximately 600-700 applicants are interviewed 
each year in Chicago and on both coasts if a trip to the Medical 
College campus is not feasible. Applicants who are invited to be 
interviewed should plan to spend the afternoon at Rush where 
they will meet an Admissions Officer, two faculty members, 
and a student in informal interviews. Interviews at the College 
are considered extremely important in assessing the candidate, 
and in providing the applicant with an opportunity to appraise 
the academic environment at Rush in light of individual long- 
range goals in the field of medicine. 

Most medical schools have agreed to unified dates of 
acceptance. Those who have applied for the Early Decision Plan 
(see below) for the class entering in 1976 will be notified on 
October 1, 1975. Further notification of acceptance will be on 
Mecemoers1 2 19/9-esanuary 15, 19/6: February 15, 1976; and 
on a weekly basis beginning March I, 1976 up to the date of 
matriculation. 

Rush believes that students should have the opportunity to 
select the school of their first choice; therefore, the Medical 
College does not require a deposit to hold a position in the class. 

Letters of rejection are sent at two different times. If upon 
initial receipt of the completed AMCAS application, the 
Committee on Admissions has determined that the applicant’s 
credentials place him or her in the lower portion of the 
applicant pool, and that acceptance is unlikely, he or she will 
be so notified. No Supplemental Application will be sent. Those 
who are asked to complete the Supplemental Application, but 
who are not ultimately offered acceptance, will begin to receive 
letters of rejection after February 1, 1976. This will give Rush 
adequate time to make a full assessment of the candidate’s 
potential in relation to students who have already been accepted 
for the coming year. 

The Office of Admissions will do its best to provide 
applicants with an answer as soon as possible.

Candidates who select Rush Medical College as their first 
choice may apply through an Early Decision Plan (EDP). 

EDP permits applicants to the 1976 entering class to request and 
receive a decision from their first choice medical school by 
October 1, 1975, before seeking acceptance elsewhere. 

In order to participate in the Early Decision Plan, applicants 
must notify AMCAS of their intent. AMCAS must be in receipt 
of all application materials, including the completed AMCAS 
application, official transcripts, and MCAT scores by August 
15, 1975. Students who have applied for EDP will be notified 
of acceptance or rejection on October 1, 1975. 

Applicants electing the EDP option should be aware of certain 
factors considered by the Committee on Admissions: 

1. Students must realistically appraise Rush Medical College 
as the school of first choice in terms of their goals in medicine. 
Applicants will not fare well in the personal interview if they are 
not well informed about the school and its program. 

2. Rush may offer EDP admission to up to 20% of the total 
entering class each year (22 of 110 places for the class entering 
in 1976-77). However, the Committee is under no obligation to 
fill the maximum number of EDP places. 

3. The College reserves the right to defer EDP position 
offerings until more comprehensive information regarding the 
total applicant pool is available. 

4. Students admitted by EDP have superior academic 
qualifications, clearly demonstrated sustaining motivation 
toward medicine, and personal integrity of the highest order. 


Applicants who have completed a basic science curriculum 
equivalent to the Rush Medical College Phases I and II at 
another school, may be able to transfer into the clinical portion 
of the curriculum at Rush as Phase III students. 

Information regarding the availability of advanced standing 
positions may be obtained from the Office of Admissions. 


Although the curriculum at Rush is usually completed in four 
years, a three-year program in which Phases | and II are 
pursued independently is available to a limited number of 
selected students. All entering students will have an opportunity 
to apply for the accelerated program during the spring 

prior to matriculation. Notification of acceptance will be given 
early in the summer. Classes begin in early August for students 
in the three-year program. 


Students who are of non-U.S. origin, but seek permanent U.S. 
citizenship status, are considered regular applicants and are 
given full consideration. Foreign students who are not in the 
latter category should more realistically seek admission 
opportunities in those institutions whose state and national 
residency requirements for the practice of medicine are less 
stringent. 


Reapplication

Upon written request, Rush Medical College will reactivate an 
application from the previous year, with the exception of the 
AMCAS application. For conformity of records, AMCAS 
requires that an applicant complete and file a new application 
by November 15 of the year of application. If. you were 
interviewed the previous year, you may not be called for 
additional interviews, unless the Committee on Admissions 
deems it necessary. 


The 70 students in the 1973 entering class matriculated from 33 
colleges and universities in 16 states. Undergraduate majors 
included biology (36), chemistry (11), pre-professional (1), 
natural science (1), psychology (9), English (4), social sciences 
(2), special education (1), earth science (1), architecture (1), 
German (1), communications (1), and religion (1). 

One student held the Ph.D. degree, and seven the M.S. 
degree. Twelve entered prior to receipt of the baccalaureate 
degree. Twenty of the seventy students are women, and eleven 
are from minority groups currently under-represented in medicine. 

At the time of application, nine of the students were married. 
Fifty-eight are residents of the state of Illinois.

The 90 students in the 1974 entering class matriculated from

included biology (42), chemistry (12), pre-professional (4),

Phase I 


Curriculum 


The process of becoming a physician is unique for each 
student who enters Rush. Each brings to his or her medical 
school experience a distinct educational, psychological, and 
social background, and as one defines career goals, each 
develops personal ways of coping with the demands imposed 
by the physician’s role. The three-phase Rush Medical College 
curriculum encourages pursuit of individual interests by 
emphasizing a solid foundation in the basic sciences, and by 
offering a wide range of clinical opportunities in our own 
Medical Center hospital, and in a network of affiliated hospitals. 
Throughout the program, students are encouraged to develop 
habits of self-education and enthusiasm for the lifelong study 
of medicine according to specific interests and objectives. 

Upon matriculation, a student is assigned a Principal Advisor 
whose primary responsibility is to help the student define goals, 
aid in the selection of courses of study, and provide a possible 
role model. 

Long after students have taken their last medical school 
examinations, the sense of responsibility for the welfare of one’s 
patients remains the most important stimulus to the highest 
level of professional performance. The Rush faculty has taken 
positive steps to provide educational opportunities and to create 
an environment that will foster the ability to meet these 
responsibilities with competence and compassion. 


Phase I has the primary objective of providing the fundamental 
concepts and vocabulary on which the clinical sciences are based, 
and giving the student the opportunity to view medical care 
delivery in the context of various societal interactions. Phase I 
begins late in September and runs through the middle of June 
the following year. It is comprised of three quarters of basic 
science material, organized on a disciplinary basis which 
emphasizes the structure, function, and behavior of the normal 
person. Some students may qualify out of specific Phase I 
courses. Independent study is another mechanism for fulfilling 
required course work. Phase I and II courses may be taken 
independently with the permission of the course director. 

During this Phase, students begin to develop professional 
concepts and skills under the continuing supervision of an 
individual Clinical Tutor. Each student and his or her Clinical 
Tutor maintain this professional relationship through Phases I 
and II as the student develops the attributes, attitudes, and 
abilities of a physician.

Three-Year Independent 
Study Program 


The Phase III curriculum provides students with the clinical 
skills necessary for providing care in a variety of patient settings. 

The curriculum is comprised of core clinical clerkships in 
medicine, surgery, pediatrics, obstetrics-gynecology, 
psychiatry, and elective clinical training in areas of special 
interest to the student. Students are assigned to required core 
clerkships at either Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital on the 
Medical Center campus or at one of the affiliated hospitals in 
the Chicago Metropolitan Area. The final decision with regard 
to the rotation of core and elective clerkships and location 
rests with the Medical College. 

Elective clinical clerkships may also be taken at the Medical 
Center or at an affiliated teaching hospital within the Rush 
Network. Unique opportunities in primary care disciplines 
such as family practice and industrial ambulatory care are 
available to Rush students in both urban and rural settings 
through the Rush Network. 

The student and his or her Principal Advisor may also modify 
or generate personalized clinical or research experiences to fit 
individual goals. 


On an individual basis, students may arrange to participate in 
ongoing Medical Center research projects during the time 
allotted to elective rotations. Opportunities are available in 
each of the basic science areas. The Principal Advisor and the 
Office of Curricular Affairs will work with the student to 
arrange elective research experience. 


The three-year program leading to the M.D. degree is designed 
to encourage a small group of students with demonstrated 
ability in independent study to continue that approach during 
Phases I and II of the Rush curriculum. No more than twelve 
students from each entering class are chosen to participate. 
Course requirements are identical to those for students in the 
four-year program. 

Throughout the three-year program, Principal Advisors will 
help students gauge their own progress and provide overall 
direction. Certification of competence in individual courses will 
be determined by the course directors. 

The three-year program continues for thirty-five months 
with no quarter off. Vacation periods coincide with 
regularly scheduled university holidays and breaks. 

Phase I begins in August and continues through the end of 
March. During this period, students are assigned tutorials 
in each of the regularly required Phase I courses. The 
subjects are studied in a given sequence by the entire group of 
three-year students, three days per week for each subject. The 
clinical tutorial begins in January and continues for one year, 
for the remainder of Phase I and throughout Phase II. 

Phase II starts at the beginning of April and goes through 
December. Students pursue study on an independent basis with 
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Pre-Matriculation Course 


the help of complete course outlines, syllabi, and other instructional 
aids. The extent and nature of the independent experience may 
vary depending upon specific course requirements. Tutors are 
available from each course to assist students when necessary. 

The approach to Phase III clinical clerkships is identical for 
three and four-year students. 

Students accepting Phase I positions at the Rush campus will 
have the opportunity to apply for the accelerated program 
during the spring prior to matriculation. Notification of 
acceptance will be given early in the summer. 


A pre-matriculation program which is intended. to acquaint 
students with the Medical College and with the faculty’s level 
of expectation is offered at Rush Medical College beginning late in 
August. The pre-matriculation course includes intensive study of 
biochemistry, physiology, histology, microbiology and study 
skills. 

Enrollment for the 3-5 week program is limited. Generally, 
non-science majors derive the greatest benefit from the 
familiarization with medical school subjects and methods of 
teaching provided by the course. All entering Phase I students 
will be sent application materials for the pre-matriculation 
program. 
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Members of the Rush Class of 1978 who participated in the 
Rush-Grinnell Program took the Phase I basic science curriculum 
on the campus of Grinnell College in Iowa. The Phase II 


curriculum will be taken at the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center campus in Chicago. 
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Phase I at Knox or Grinnell 


Rush Medical College has established a cooperative program 
with Knox College in Galesburg, Illinois, and Grinnell College 
in Grinnell, Iowa. The program enables a select group of 
students to enter Phase I and complete the basic science 
curriculum on either of these campuses while being enrolled 

in Rush Medical College. Students are given core information 
comparable to the Phase I courses taught at the Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center campus, and may also 
take advantage of course offerings in the liberal arts and social 
sciences. Area hospitals provide the setting for clinical study. 

Knox and Grinnell were chosen to participate in this 
program because of their demonstrated excellence in the basic 
sciences and pre-medical curricula, as well as their overall quality 
as liberal arts institutions. The Rush/Knox—Rush/ Grinnell 
Program fully utilizes existing facilities and highly qualified 
faculty to teach the medical sciences and to bridge the transition 
between broad undergraduate studies and specialized medical 
education. Although most students in this program already 
have an undergraduate degree, a few may begin the Phase I 
curriculum while completing requirements for the 
baccalaureate degree. 

The Rush/Knox—Rush/Grinnell program was designed 
with several groups of students in mind: 

e Students who do not have the baccalaureate degree and 

want to earn credit for the degree while being enrolled in Rush 
Medical College. 

e Students with the baccalaureate or advanced degrees who 
wish to take advantage of opportunities afforded on a liberal 
arts campus. 

e Students who seek the opportunity to become familiar with 
medicine as it is practiced in a small community. 

After completion of Phase I at Knox or Grinnell, students 
come to Rush Medical College at the Rush-Presbyterian- 

St. Luke’s Medical Center campus in Chicago for Phases II 
and III. 

Students who are considering Phase I at Knox or Grinnell 
should file their application in the usual manner and call or 
write to notify the Rush Medical College Admissions Office of 
their interest.

New Academic Facility 


Teaching Facilities 


Rush Medical College is located on the campus of Rush 
University at Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center on 
Chicago’s near west side. The 16-building Medical Center 
complex includes: Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital; Health 
Center clinics; the Marshall Field IV building, an out-patient 
mental health facility; research buildings where more than 
$5 million are awarded each year to carry out basic and 
clinical investigations; academic facilities for Rush Medical 
College and Rush College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences; 
a professional office building; apartment buildings; and the 
Laurence Armour Day School for children of employees and 
students. The Johnston R. Bowman Health Center for the Elderly 
is scheduled for completion late in 1976. In addition to 
providing older people with short term restorative care, 
comprehensive ambulatory services and residential apartments, 
Johnston R. Bowman will serve as a clinical setting for 
professional training in gerontology and geriatrics. 

Rush Medical College activities are currently centered in 
the Jelke Southcenter Building which is directly connected to 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital and to Medical Center research 
facilities. Study carrels for medical students are located across 
the street in Schweppe-Sprague Hall. Rush Medical College 
Library, the oldest medical library in the City of Chicago, is 
located in the Rawson Building and is administered by a 
staff of professional medical librarians. The Library has 
approximately 62,000 volumes, subscribes to 750 periodical 
titles, borrows documents from inter-library loan, and processes 
MEDLARS and MEDLINE requests for patrons. New 
monographs and reference books are acquired at a rate of over 
2,000 each year. The Library also has an outstanding collection 
of rare medical books that is available 78 hours a week for 
research and study. 


In autumn, 1976, the new Rush Academic Building will be 
open for occupancy. The five-story structure will be the hub of 
activity of Rush University and will accommodate large class 
activities, small group seminars and individual tutoring. 

It will have direct internal access to the Professional Building, 
patient care and research facilities. Involvement of students with 
physicians at these adjacent facilities is an integral element of the 
academic programs at Rush. 

Plans for the new building include a large multi-discipline 
laboratory, surrounded by 20 unit laboratories. Each unit 
will house 11 individual student stations for basic science 
studies. A separate gross anatomy laboratory is designed on 
the same modular concept. A central prosection area and model 
room will be accessible to 15 dissecting modules, each with five 
tables. Two 150-seat lecture halls will utilize materials and 
services of the Center for Educational Resources. The Center will 
include a Learning Resource laboratory equipped with 
audio-visual study carrels for review of material learned in 
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Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Hospital 


classes and seminars. When Rush Medical College Library 

is moved to the new building, its volume capacity will expand 
to 100,000 and it will be able to increase services to the staff, 
faculty and students of the entire University and Medical Center. 


Students of Rush University primarily receive their clinical 
training at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, a voluntary, 
not-for-profit hospital with a professional staff of 450 physicians 
and scientists, and 250 house staff receiving graduate medical 
education in over 30 specialty areas. Each year over 28,000 
patients are admitted to the Hospital, using 864 beds and 30 
bassinets. Outpatients make over 122,100 visits per year to 

26 Health Center clinics and the Emergency Room. By tradition, 
each patient participates in the teaching programs of Rush 
University. 


Major Affiliation 


Beginning in the 1975-76 academic year, clinical study at 
nearby Mt. Sinai Hospital Medical Center will be offered to 
upper level Rush Medical College students. Mt. Sinai is a 
479-bed teaching institution providing outpatient and 
inpatient services to a broad metropolitan population. It is 
part of the West Side Medical Center Complex, and is one 
mile from Rush. It provides extensive outpatient and health 
education services through the Sinai Medical Group, a series of 
group practices involving all the major medical specialties 
including primary care. Course directors at Mt. Sinai are 
members of the Rush Medical College faculty. 


Other Network Hospitals 


Together with Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, 
affiliated hospitals and a community health center provide 
medical students, house staff and nursing students with 
opportunities to participate in the practice of medicine in a variety 
of socio-economic and ethnic settings in urban and rural areas. 
Elective clerkships in areas such as family practice, cardiology, 
advanced internal medicine, nephrology and ambulatory care 
are available at affiliated institutions, as are graduate medical 
education programs in medicine, surgery and 
obstetrics/ gynecology.

Evaluation and Promotion 


Academic Policies 


The following are prerequisite to the granting of the degree 
of Doctor of Medicine by Rush Medical College of Rush 
University: 

1. A minimum of 36 months (35 months for students in the 
three-year program) may be used to attain the level of 
achievement required by the faculty for the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine. 

2. Credit toward the M.D. degree may be granted to a student 
by the Office of the Dean for appropriate course work 
accomplished prior to matriculation at Rush Medical College. 

3. A minimum of 72 weeks of instruction at Rush Medical 
College is required for students entering at the Phase III level 
from other medical schools. The Committee on Evaluations and 
Promotions may recommend additional quarters. 

4. Each student’s progress in each Phase of the Rush 
Medical College curriculum will be evaluated by the Committee 
on Evaluation and Promotions, and additional study may be 
required in any Phase. 

5. Students are required to complete Parts I and II of the 
examination offered by the National Board of Medical 
Examiners prior to graduation. 

Additional medical education experiences beyond those 
required by the faculty may be audited without credit or tuition 
as approved by the course director, Office of Curricular Affairs, 
and Office of the Dean. 


Evaluation at the Medical College is an important part of the 
learning process. Course examinations developed and given by 
the faculty are aimed at allowing both the students and the 
faculty to assess progress toward mutually defined learning 
goals. The final result of evaluation in course work is recorded 
as pass or fail. At the end of each quarter or clinical period, 
evaluations are submitted to the Office of the Dean and, when 
necessary, to the Committee on Evaluation and Promotion for 
appraisal. 

The Committee on Evaluation and Promotion is a standing 
committee of Rush Medical College. The Committee determines 
when students have satisfactorily completed requirements for 
promotion and may, under certain circumstances, require 
additional study by students who have not satisfactorily 
completed Phases of the Medical College curriculum. It also 
recommends to the Faculty Council candidates for the degree 
of Doctor of Medicine and accepts the responsibility for 
recommending to the Faculty Council the dismissal of any 
student whose academic performance, or moral or ethical 
behavior is not acceptable in the judgment of the Committee. 
Temporary or permanent dismissal may also be recommended 
on psychological grounds. 

National Board subtests are occasionally used by departments 
to evaluate course content. Scores from these examinations 
are kept confidential and are not available to any other 
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Governance 


institution or agency without written permission from the 
student. Students may review their complete academic record 
at any time. 

Rush utilizes a system of student anonymity for all written 
examinations. Under anonymity, performance on written 
examinations is known only to the student, provided that a 
minimum passing level of achievement has been demonstrated. 
Subjective analysis of performance in clerkships, and in some 
instances examination results, form the basis for 
recommendations for internships and _ residencies. At the time 
of application for postgraduate training, a letter of 
recommendation is written by the Office of the Dean. Prior to 
the composition of this letter, an individual conference is held 
with the student and all pertinent factors for the letter of 
recommendation are assessed. 


In January of each year, three students are elected by the 
student body to serve on the twenty-two member Faculty 
Council. In the same election, three students are elected to 
the twenty-one member Committee on Committees/COC, 
which nominates members for the standing committees of 
Rush Medical College. 

Students are eligible to be elected as voting members on 
the standing committees as recommended by the Committee 
on Committees. All committees of the College currently have 
student members.

Tuition will be charged for a minimum of 12 quarters and a 
maximum of 16 quarters. 

Enrollment in ANCHOR, a prepaid Health Maintenance 
Organization, is included in the tuition and fees. In addition, 
each student and his or her family must be covered from 
matriculation until graduation by a comprehensive Blue Cross 
policy or its equivalent as determined by the Bursar. Such a 
policy is not included in the tuition and fees. Students and 
their families are eligible for enrollment in the Medical Center’s 
Blue Cross policy for an additional fee. The cost of Medical 
Center Blue Cross policy coverage for 1975-76 is $24.00 per 
quarter for individual coverage and $93.00 per quarter for 
family coverage. 

Tuition and fees are to be paid, or satisfactory arrangements 
for payment made with the Bursar, by the first day of each 
quarter. A $15.00 late fee is assessed if tuition is not paid at 
this time. Registration for the new quarter is conducted at the 
end of the previous quarter. Late registrants will be assessed 
$20.00. Students enrolled in Phase I courses at Knox College 
or Grinnell College will be billed for tuition by Rush Medical 
College. 

Tuition and fees may be modified without advance notice as 
deemed necessary by the Board of Trustees. 


The Office of Student Affairs at Rush University works to 
provide financial assistance to qualified students through a 
combination of scholarships, grants, loans and Medical Center 
work-study programs. Financial aid is awarded on the basis of 
need, as assessed by the analysis of each student’s financial 
status by the Graduate and Professional School Financial Aid 
Service (GAPSFAS). 
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All students requesting aid from Rush and/or requesting 
the Director of Student Financial Aid to certify expenses to 
outside agencies must submit a financial statement form to the:

The form should be requested from the Director of Financial 
Aid of Rush Medical College and submitted ordinarily no later 
than March 15 of the year in which financial aid is to begin. 
A new form is required for each academic year of financial aid. 
The GAPSFAS code number for Rush Medical College, 

1675, must be included on the application. 

In order to be considered as an independent or emancipated 
self-supporting student, the following criteria must be fulfilled: 
(1) in the calendar year of matriculation and in the preceding 
calendar year, the student must not have lived at home with 
parents at any time; (2) for the same time period, the student 
must not have received $600.00 or more support from parents; 
(3) for the same period of time, the student must not have been 
deducted on the parental income tax return. Whether or not a 
student claims independent financial status the parents’ portion 
of the GAPSFAS financial statement must be completed. 

Educational expenses for the spouse of a Rush student 
ordinarily will not be granted, and in no instance until the 
financial needs of all Rush students have been met. 

Since graduating medical students are assured the 
opportunity of earning a salary of approximately $12,000 
beginning immediately after graduation, student aid will be 
predominantly in the form of loans. Non-refundable aid 
(scholarships, grants) is awarded preferentially to students with 
greater actual and projected educational debt at the time of 
graduation.

Alexander Brunschwig Memorial Scholarship 

This fund was established by the family, friends and patients 
of Alexander Brunschwig, a graduate of the Rush class of 1927. 
Dr. Brunschwig earned an international reputation for his 
pioneer work in the radical surgical treatment of pelvic cancer. 
During his lifetime he received many awards for his work and 
was chief of gynecology at New York City’s Memorial Hospital 
for the Treatment of Cancer and Allied Diseases at the time of 
his death.

The graduating class of 1974 of Rush Medical College donated 
a sum to be used as a scholarship for a needy student in the 

College of Medicine. It is anticipated that these funds will be 

used in the 1975-76 academic year. 


Faculty Wives Scholarships 

Funds for student scholarships have been established by a 
generous contribution from the wives of the faculty. These 
scholarships will be awarded on the basis of promise and need. 


Clark W. Finnerud Scholarship 

A scholarship fund established by Clark W. Finnerud, M.D., 
and his friends and grateful patients. Dr. Finnerud is a 
graduate of the Rush Medical College Class of 1918. He is a 
distinguished dermatologist and educator. He authored five 
books on dermatologic diseases and many articles for medical 
journals. Dr. Finnerud was a member of the Rush faculty from 
1924 to 1942. 


James B. Herrick Scholarship 

An anonymous contribution in honor of Doctor James B. 
Herrick, a member of the early Rush faculty of medicine, 
established this scholarship for a needy medical student. Doctor 
Herrick made significant contributions to medicine in the areas 
of sickle cell anemia and coronary heart disease. 


Illinois State Scholarship Program 

Awards are made by the Illinois State Scholarship Commission 
to students who have been selected as State Scholars on the 
basis of academic achievement and financial need. Only 
students who have not completed the requisite academic hours 
for a baccalaureate degree are eligible. Applications may be 
obtained from the Financial Aid Officer, Office of Student 
Affairs. 


Philip N. Jones Scholarship 

Patients of Doctor Philip N. Jones, a member of the staff of 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center, and the faculty 
of Rush Medical College, have honored him by establishing 
the Philip N. Jones scholarship which is awarded to a needy 
student in the College of Medicine. 


Laurel E. Keith Scholarship 

This fund has been established by Dr. Laurel E. Keith, 
Associate Attending Pediatrician, Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Hospital and Associate Professor of Pediatrics, Rush Medical 
College. The fund is available to a student in need without 
regard to race, religion or place of residence, and who, by the 
usual criteria, has performed most outstandingly in the 
Department of Pediatrics. 
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Marcus and Theresa Levie Educational Fund 

Funds may be made available to Jewish men and women, legally 
resident in Cook County, Illinois, whose financial need cannot 
be defrayed by other means of subsidization. Applications can 
be obtained from the Jewish Vocational Service, One South 
Franklin Street, Chicago, Illinois 60606. 


National Medical Fellowships 

Students from minority groups currently under-represented 

in the medical profession, specifically American Blacks, 
Mexican Americans, Puerto Ricans and American Indians, who 
have been accepted by an accredited U.S. medical school for 
study leading to the M.D. degree are eligible to apply. 
Applicants must be citizens of the U.S. or have made 
application for U.S. citizenship and must demonstrate financial 
need. Applications are available from the Office of Student 
Affairs. 


The Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Staff Scholarship 
The Attending Staff of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center has established a scholarship for a medical student in 
need of financial support. 


Loan Funds 


Carl O. Almquist Student Loan Fund 

The Carl O. Almquist Student Loan Fund was established in 
memory of Dr. Almquist, a graduate of the Rush Medical 
College class of 1926. The fund is to be made available to 
students from northwest Indiana. Students are required to repay 
loans following graduation at a low rate of interest. 


Broda O. Barnes and Charlotte W. Barnes Student Loan Fund 
This fund, established by the Webster-Barnes Foundation, 
provides financial support for students of Rush Medical College 
who are in good scholastic standing and who exhibit a proven 
need for such support. Special consideration is given to those 
students who exhibit an interest and aptitude in the field of 
physiology. Students are required to repay loans following 
graduation at a low rate of interest. 


Irene Cavanaugh Student Loan Fund 

This loan fund was established through the M. Irene Cavanaugh 
Trust to assist medical students in financial need. Repayment 
after graduation is expected. 


Edna Dunning Trust Fund Loan 

The Edna Dunning Trust Fund Loan has provided significant 
loan monies to offset tuition costs for students at medical 
schools in the Chicago area. The loan carries a reduced rate of 
interest while the student is engaged in medical education. 


Faculty Wives Emergency Loan Fund 

The Rush University faculty wives have made money available 
for emergency loans to students in the College of Medicine. It is 
anticipated that these loans will be repaid in a short period 

of time so that the fund may be maximally utilized. 
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Illinois Guaranteed Loan Program 

The Illinois Guaranteed Loan Program guarantees student 

loans made by commercial lenders. The Federal government 
will pay the interest on the loans if the University certifies 

the need for the loan. Students should apply directly to a lending 
institution. Applications may be obtained from the Office of 
Student Affairs. 


John and Lawrence Jacques Loan Fund 

Both John Jacques, who fled Russia in the 1890’s, and his son, 
Lawrence Jacques, who was born in Chicago, were graduates of 
Rush Medical College. John received his degree in 1896 and 
Lawrence in 1923. Father and son became outstanding Chicago 
physicians and teachers. Lawrence Jacques formed one of the 
first pre-paid group practices in medicine. He was also a talented 
musician and artist. This fund was established by the family 
and patients of Lawrence Jacques. Loans must be repaid within 
five years after graduation. No interest is charged, but a 
compensatory gift should be made to the Fund. 


Gene Carpenter Petry Student Loan Fund 

The loan fund was established in memory of Gene Carpenter 
Petry through the kindness of Dr. Milton Weinberg, Jr., Senior 
Attending Surgeon, Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, and 
Associate Professor of Surgery, Rush Medical College, and by 
the friends and family of Mrs. Petry in appreciation of the care 
her mother received at the Hospital. 


Simon M. Shubitz Student Loan Fund 

This loan fund was established by Simon M. Shubitz, B.S., 
M.D. who graduated from William and Mary College in 1930 
Phi Beta Kappa and from Rush Medical College in 1936. He is 
a distinguished physician of Los Angeles, California, Fellow, 
American Academy of Family Physicians, American College of 
Cardiology, Founding Fellow of the American Geriatrics 
Society and member of numerous professional organizations. 
Dr. Shubitz was awarded the Selective Service Medal by the 
United States Congress for medical services patriotically 
rendered during World War II. He practiced internal medicine 
and cardiology for over 30 years in Los Angeles and is a staff 
member of several hospitals. These loans are granted annually, 
without interest, to Rush medical students in good academic 
standing and in need of financial aid. Loans must be repaid 
within five years after graduation. In lieu of interest, each loan 
beneficiary is requested to contribute to the principal of this 
Loan Fund, to benefit future students. 
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Other Funds 


Health Professions Loan and Scholarship Programs 

Federal funds for scholarships and loans are awarded by the 
Director of Financial Aid on the basis of need. An institutional 
contribution is added to the federal capital contribution for the 
loan funds. 


Robert Wood Johnson Foundation Student Aid Program 

The Foundation’s program is designed to respond to the need 
for improving access to physician services in rural areas and 
inner city poverty areas by encouraging increased enrollment 
of women, students raised in rural communities, and students 
from minority ethnic backgrounds. The funds are expended by 
Rush in the form of scholarships or loans to students in the 
above categories with financial need. 


Dr. David Monash Student Fund 

Loans or grants are available to students with need from this 
fund which has been established to honor the career of Dr. 
David Monash, a distinguished Chicago obstetrician. 


Rush Medical College Student Aid Fund 

Scholarship and student loan funds are available for students 
on the basis of need. These funds have been received in the 
form of private gifts to Rush Medical College. Among the major 
donors to the fund have been Mr. and Mrs. John Krehbiel, 
the Smail Family Foundation and the Inland Steel-Ryerson 
Foundation.

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The Principal Advisor 
Program 


Health Services and 
Counseling 


Student Life 


The Principal Advisor Program at Rush Medical College is a 
unique way of counseling and advising Rush medical 

students on a personal level. The program was conceived 
primarily to support and facilitate the personal growth and 
development of the student in pursuit of career goals. The 
Principal Advisor is a personal contact, available to a specific 
student throughout his or her tenure at Rush. 

The role of the Advisor can be defined as an interface 
between the student and the three major counseling services: 
educational, professional, and personal. Some students may use 
the Advisor essentially as a source of information and referral 
about school policy and curriculum. Others may find that a 
mutual relationship has developed in which the Advisor has 
become the student’s confidante, friend and role model. Quite 
often, the Principal Advisor-student relationship is a 
combination of all these functions. 

All Principal Advisors are volunteers who express sincere 
interest in the welfare of their students and the success of the 
program. 

Shortly after all Medical College admissions are confirmed, 
students are requested to describe their expectations about 
medical school and preference regarding type of Advisor. 
Similar information is collected from participating Advisors. 
These data are used for matching purposes. Throughout their 
undergraduate medical education, students will have the option 
to change advisors. 


Health services are administered by ANCHOR, the Medical 
Center’s Health Maintenance Organization. Oriented toward 
illness prevention, it provides ambulatory care designed to 
reduce hospital utilization. The prepaid plan combines coverage 
for the services of a group of Medical Center physicians, with 
Blue Cross hospitalization insurance. Services include outpatient 
diagnostic and laboratory tests, physician examination, short- 
term physical therapy, psychiatric evaluation, and pre- and post- 
natal care. All students are enrolled in ANCHOR. Their spouses 
and children may also be enrolled at an additional fee. 

In addition to the Principal Advisor, other professional 
counselors are available to assist the student in educational and 
vocational planning, emotional and social adjustment, marriage 
and family issues, or in any other area in which greater 
self-understanding is sought. 
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Housing and Parking Limited space is available for students in Rush owned 
residential facilities. Most students live off-campus and commute 
to the College by automobile or public transportation. Public 
transportation to and from the Rush campus is excellent. 

The “Congress A” train, from downtown Chicago and western 
suburbs such as Oak Park, stops two-and-a-half blocks 
northwest of the campus at the “Medical Center” stop. The 
“Douglas B” train from downtown stops two-and-a-half 
blocks southeast of campus. Chicago Transit Authority buses 
also stop at the campus. 

Students who commute by automobile may park free of 
charge one block from the College building. 

The Office of Student Affairs will help students locate off- 
campus housing through its housing bureau. Students are 
encouraged to make housing inquiries early to:

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The Rush Medical College 
Alumni Association 


The Alumni Association is an active organization dedicated to 
supporting the educational goals of Rush Medical College. 
Purposes of the organization are: 1) to maintain 
communications between alumni and the College, 2) to honor 
alumni who have given distinguished service to the profession 
of medicine, 3) to promote and encourage the highest standards 
of medical education, 4) to assist the faculty and staff of the 
College in any way possible, and 5) to provide financial support 
for the operation of Rush Medical College. 

Prior to its reactivation in 1971, Rush Medical College 
conferred 10,976 M.D. degrees. The alumni and trustees of the 
College were responsible for keeping alive the original charter 
granted by the State of Illinois in 1837. The alumni also 
maintained the Rush Medical Library and made financial grants 
for postgraduate education during the College’s inactive period.

Courses of Instruction 


Human Anatomy I. FA. Director: R. Seale, Ph.D. This 
laboratory course involves dissection of the thorax, abdomen, 
pelvis, head, and neck regions. Functional and clinical 
correlates are provided throughout the dissection of the regions, 
and near the completion of dissection, living anatomy of the 
regions is presented in radiographic and surface anatomy 
format. Close faculty supervision is provided in the dissection. 
Requ. Phase I. 65 hours. 


Human Anatomy II. WI. Director: R. Seale, Ph.D. Continuation 
of ANAT 451. 
Requ. Phase I. 65 hours. 


Histology. FA. Director: R. Clasen, M.D. This general 
introduction begins with the concepts of fixation and staining. 
General cytology of both microscopic and submicroscopic 
structures is studied followed by a comprehensive introduction 
to the structure of human tissues. Scheduled lectures and 
seminars are accompanied by major emphasis on the 
laboratory identification of cellular and tissue structures. 
Reqiaeenasc: larols hours. 


Surgical Anatomy. FA, SP. Director: A. Doolas, M.D. This 
is a laboratory course utilizing latex injected cadavers for 
demonstration and regional dissection. Classical surgical 
incisions are made and the applied, clinical, and surgical 
aspects of the anatomical field emphasized. In order to extend 
the regional study, the student will also dissect the entire 
region. In addition to supervising the regional dissection, 
faculty provides clinical correlations and participates in 
scheduled discussions.

Observation and Communication. WI. Director: 

M. Hartings, Ph.D. Introduction to the interview technique and 
process. The interview as a tool which facilitates the doctor- 
patient relationship and produces reliable and valid medical 
information. Interview theory, determinants of patient behavior 
and practice of interview skills. Bi-weekly seminars utilize 

video tapes.

Behavior in the Life Cycle. SP. Director: M. Hartings, Ph.D. 
Introduction to a clinically based study of the individual life 
cycle. Emphasis is on the biological, psychological, and socio- 
cultural factors on adaptation during each phase of the life 
cycle. Small group seminar.

Behavioral Deviations. WI. Director: M. Hartings, Ph.D. 
Introduction to psychopathology relevant to almost all types 
of medical practice but of special importance as preparation 
for psychiatry. General contexts of behavior, psychiatric 
syndromes, intervention modalities and research. 

Prerequ. BEHAV 453. Requ. Phase II, 30 hours. 


Mini-Course Matrix I. FA. Director: M. Hartings, Ph.D. A 
matrix of special topic seminars is presented from which the 
student selects two. Each seminar allows a concentrated small 
group approach to a significant area of behavioral study. 
521-525 are offered the first half and 526-3} the second half of 
the quarter. 

Prerequ. BEHAV 453. Requ. Phase II, 10 hours each. 


Genetics of Mental Disorder: Behavior genetics as an area of 
research is reviewed with special attention to mental deficiency, 
criminality, and the schizophrenias. 


Psychosis: The major affective disorders, schizophrenias, and 
paranoid states will be studied in depth. The descriptive 
characteristics of each disorder, along with the prevalent theories 
concerning their underlying dynamics will be covered. Current 
treatment approaches will be discussed. 


Disorders of Senescence: This course covers the mental and 
organic diseases of old age. Relationships between organic 
change and neuro-psychologic manifestations will be explored. 


Complex Organizations in Health Care: Hospitals and other 
health service agencies are viewed as complex organizations 
whose main function is the delivery of health services. However, 
the delivery of services may be affected by the organization 
and structure of the service agency.

Epidemiology of Cardiac Disease: The distribution of cardiac 
illness in the population are discussed with respect to social 
and economic correlates of disability, morbidity, and mortality. 
Course work based on ongoing studies at Mile Square and in 
Oakbrook. 


Psychological Disorders of Children: Clarification of the wide 
variety of developmental disabilities: incidence, methods of 
classification, etiology and developmental phenomena 

associated with the deficiencies in perceptual and intellectual 
functioning. Multiplicity of causes reviewed in the context of the 
behavioral manifestations of the pre-school and school-age 
child. Emphasis on emotional, social, and educational 
adjustment. 


Psychobiology: This course emphasizes the relationship 
between the central nervous system and behavior. Special 
attention is given to comparative literature on various species, 
with reference to the correlation between cognitive capacity 
and brain complexity. Application is made to clinical work 
where the CNS has suffered trauma. 


Psychological Aspects of Disability: A survey of the behavioral, 
psychologic and social accompaniments of disabling medical 
conditions, with attention to those styles of adjustment which 
are most conducive to optimal personal, vocational, social, and 
sexual functioning. 


Health Care and Social Policy: \ncreasing attention in recent 
years has been given to the political and social issues relating 
to health care. Social policy relevant to the nation’s health care 
is reviewed. Social policy is seen as a developmental phenomenon 
responding to the increased salience of health care issues. 


Psychology of Family Life: Major forms of family organization 
are delineated (single, dual, and multiple parent systems, 
nuclear and extended family networks) and several psychological 
and social characteristics of the contemporary nuclear family 
are described. Consideration is given to racial, ethnic, and 
cultural divergence, with special attention to the implications 

of this for the practice of family medicine. 


Substance Abuse: This course covers a number of substances 
with abuse potential, including alcohol, narcotics, sedatives, 
tranquilizers, stimulants, and hallucinogens. Their 
pharmacological and medical uses will be discussed, along with 
the abuse potential involved. Research involving short and long 
term implications will be covered, and opportunities to 

discuss a number of ramifications of the substance abuse 
problem in America today will be available. 
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BEHAV 532-542 Mini-Course Matrix II. SP. Director: M. Hartings, Ph.D. A 
matrix of special topic seminars is presented from which the 
student selects two. Each seminar allows a concentrated small 
group approach to a significant area of behavioral study. 532- 
536 are offered the first half and 537-542 the second half of the 
quarter.

BEHAV 532 Intervention and Psychotherapy I: This survey course provides 
an introduction to the major forms of intervention for disorders 
of behavior, including pharmacologic, psychologic, and social 
modes of treatment. Major attention is given to psychological 
therapies, with discussion of their applicability in the practice 
of medicine. 


BEHAV 533 Neuropsychology: This course delineates the correlation 
between brain function and psychologic functioning. The 
cognitive, emotional, and social sequelae of traumatic insult 
are described. Research on localization of function and clinical 
implications are reviewed. 


BEHAV 534 Psychosomatic Response to Stress: This course reviews the 
eight most common organ systems involved in psychosomatic 
disease. Variations in biological functions (respiration, heart 
rate, skin conductivity, digestion) occurring under psychosocial 
stress are reviewed, with special attention to the most 
prevalent hypotheses concerning these disorders. Treatment 
approaches will be explored. 


BEHAV 535 Social Deviance and Health Care: Becoming “ill” frequently 
becomes a deviant act because norms of society view “health” 
as an ideal state. Attention is given to the sick role behavior 
of individuals in relation to the health care they receive. 
Health care services to “deviant” groups will also receive 
attention. 


BEHAV 536 Pediatric Hospitalization: This course focuses on the pediatric 
patient, infancy through adolescence, under the stress of 
hospitalization. Description of normal and abnormal coping 
behaviors, and therapeutic means of dealing with them. 
Observation of pediatric patients in specially conducted rounds. 
Demonstration of a variety of therapeutic measures. 


BEHAV 537 Intervention and Psychotherapy II: Major theories and 
techniques of psychotherapy are reviewed and discussed with 
reference to systematic studies of treatment outcome. A survey 
of the major therapeutic strategies available to the 
psychotherapist and their effectiveness. For students with 
specialty interests in psychiatry.

Concepts of Clinical Research Design: This course will combine 
an overview of behavioral experimental methodology with an 
introduction to the application of the scientific method to 
problems of science. Topics such as the classification of 
behavioral data, the nature of measurement, sampling, and 
testing will be discussed. 


Psychopharmacologic Research: Research on effects of 
pharmacologic agents on behavior is reviewed. 


Mental Deficiency: This course describes the distribution of 
mental deficiency in the population. Mental deficiency is 
described in terms of its manifestations in the intellectual, 
vocational, and social functioning of the individual. Special 
emphasis on children. 


Psychology of Violence: The psychological profile of violent 
individuals is described, based on ongoing studies of those accused 
and/or convicted of violent acts. Special attention is given to 
the clinical recognition and management of the potentially 
violent patient. The role of the physician in the management of 
this social problem. 


Group Process and Decision Making: This course covers the 
dynamics of small group behavior as these apply to the medical 
treatment team. Concepts of team leadership in patient care 

are discussed in terms of decision making, motivation, and 
effective group functioning. Application to problems of medical 
management of inpatients and outpatients. 


Biochemistry I, FA. Director: A. Bezkorovainy, Ph.D. The 
chemistry and metabolism of biologically important compounds, 
mechanisms through which organisms derive energy from these 
processes, mechanisms for control of metabolic events, and 
reproduction on the molecular level, including genetic coding 
and DNA replication, are studied in lectures and tutorials. 
Requ. Phase I. 50 hours.

Protein Chemistry. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: A. 
Bezkorovainy, Ph.D. The physical and chemical structures of 
proteins are covered extensively and include the ionic 
properties of amino acids and proteins, the isolation of 
proteins and the composition of amino acid sequences in 
proteins, the estimation of protein and quantitation of amino 
acid side chains in intact proteins, and the chemical 
modification of proteins. Immunochemistry and special topics 
related to clinical problems are discussed.

Platelet Physiology and Biochemistry. SU, FA, WI, SP. 
Directors: M. Rafelson, Ph.D., F. Booyse, Ph.D. The study of 
the platelet provides a model for the study of human coagulation 
and its role in cellular function. The course is primarily 
laboratory work augmented by conferences with faculty. 
Prerequ. BIOCH 452. Elective, duration variable. 


Clinical Enzymology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. 
Mattenheimer, M.D. The course presents theoretical and 
practical material and the role of enzyme activity in normal 
biochemical control. The primary approach is laboratory; the 
use of instruments and development of data is accentuated. 
Emphasis is placed on the evaluation of data obtained in the 
clinical laboratory. In addition to the laboratory work, 
independent reading and seminars are offered. 

Prerequ. BIOCH 452, PPHYS 511-575. Elective, 6 weeks. 


Biochemistry of Disease. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. Sky- 
Peck, Ph.D. The alterations of metabolic pathways in various 
organs and tissue compartments are studied in relation to organ, 
metabolic, and genetic, pathology. The biochemical 
derangements are illustrated with case demonstrations. Topics 
are selected and discussed in depth with emphasis on current 
research work. The facilities of the clinical chemistry laboratory 
are available to illustrate biochemical changes and their 
significance. 

Prerequ. BIOCH 452, PPHYS 511-575. Elective, 8 weeks. 


Biochemistry of Cancer. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. Sky- 
Peck, Ph.D. The nature of cancer as a derangement metabolism 
is studied in detail. Various aspects of the biochemistry of 
cancer are accentuated. Emphasis is placed on the metabolic 
differences between cancer cells and the normal cell. Various 
theories of carcinogenesis are discussed and examined. Control 
mechanisms in carcinogenesis, with emphasis on immunologic 
abnormalities and subcellular particles are studied. Pharmacology 
and chemotherapy are also discussed.

Gradually, 
through the course, the student acquires clinical skills and, with 
the aid of texts and periodical literature, develops an approach 
to eliciting historical information and performing a physical 
examination. Demonstration of pathological abnormalities and 
clinical pathological correlations and emphasized.

Family Practice. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: P. Anderson, M.D. 
The objectives of the Family Practice clerkships are (1) the 
student should acquire knowledge and skill in recognizing and 
dealing with the common physical and behavioral health 
problems encountered in providing personalized, comprehensive, 
continuing health care, (2) the student should gain an 
understanding of the use of consultants, subspecialists, and 
specialized diagnostic and therapeutic resources by the family 
physician, (3) the student should acquire an understanding of 
available community resources, and the skills and mechanisms 
for marshalling such resources to meet the needs of his or her 
patients, (4) the student should acquire some understanding 
and experience with the business, economics and personnel 
management aspects of personal health care. To accomplish 
these objectives, the student will spend 4-8 weeks with a 
designated group of two to four family physicians and will also 
have some activities in the Model Family Practice Residency 
Program where this is available. The student will work as a 
young colleague with the family practice faculty members, 
including activities in the office, hospital, nursing home, 
emergency calls, and home visits.

Emergency Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: E. Hudson, 
M.D. The student assists in the treatment of acutely ill patients.

Center provides additional experience.

Primary Care Ambulatory Medicine. SU, FA,, WI, SP. 
Director: C. Bolton, M.D. Emphasis is on the team approach 
to primary health care delivery in the medical clinics of the 
Health Center. Primary emphasis is on health problems in the 
general population and the use of problem-oriented medical 
records; each student performs at least three complete health 
assessments each week on new patients needing periodic 
reassessments. In addition emphasis is placed on the physician- 
medical nurse associate team as a method of providing 
continuous patient care. Seminars are held related to topics 
selected and presented by the team members.

The development, structure, and function of 
lymphoid tissues, antibody structure, antigen-antibody 
interactions, antibody formation, and cellular immunity are 
studied. Lectures and discussion groups are accompanied by 
laboratory demonstrations.

to study individual problems. Individual research projects are 
available under the direction of the departmental staff.

Advanced Internal Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: T. 
Schwartz, M.D. This is intended for students who have 
successfully completed the clerkship in medicine. Students 
function at an advanced level doing histories and physical 
examinations, diagnostic evaluations, and initiation of appropriate 
therapy. There is close supervision by the staff of the 
Department of Internal Medicine as well as a senior staff 
member of the parent hospital. The course is primarily intended 
for students desiring additional clinical experience in Internal 
Medicine.

Clinical Cardiovascular Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: 
J. Messer, M.D. At RPSL, clinical experience provides the 
study of the diagnostic spectrum of cardiac evaluation including 
bedside assessment, electrocardiography, vectrocardiography, 
phonocardiography, ultra-sound, cardiac catheterization, 
coronary angiography, and exercise testing. Patient study is 
carried out under the direction of the clinical staff. Regular 
staff conferences are concerned with clinical problems. The 
theoretical and practical aspects of electrocardiography are 
presented. 

At network hosptials, experience in bedside diagnostic and 
non-invasive evaluation is emphasized. Experience in the 
coronary care facility at each hospital enhances the acquisition 
of knowledge of electrocardiographic interpretation. Cardiac 
catheterization is available at some network hospitals. 

Network assignments will be available beginning January, 
1975. Students may elect either the clerkship at Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital or at a network hospital. Assignment will 
be made according to preference in the order received.

Medical Intensive Care. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. Messer, 
M.D. This experience provides further experience in the 
recognition and management of medical emergencies, 
particularly the use of temporary pacemakers, bedside 
hemodynamic monitoring, use of respirators, and management 
of renal emergencies and cardiac arrythmias. Patient study is 
carried out under the direction of the clinical staff.

Clinical Endocrinology and Metabolism. SU, FA, WI, SP. 
Director: W. Ryan, M.D. Endocrine and metabolic disorders 
are studied under the direction of the clinical faculty. The 
student participates in the diagnostic evaluation and the 
collection and correlation of laboratory data. Independent 
projects and laboratory work are optional. Regular departmental 
conferences and seminars supplement clinical work which is 
primarily with hospitalized patients.

Clinical Nephrology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: E. Lewis, M.D. 
The clinical diagnosis and management of patients with renal 
disease as well as various fluid, acid-base, and electrolyte 
abnormalities is studied. In addition, the course is directed 
towards the proper interpretation of pathophysiologic findings 
and the practical clinical management of various disorders 
involving the excretory system and body fluids. Conferences and 
seminars are used to discuss patient problems and to help 
develop a broad, comprehensive understanding of the care 

of patients with renal disease.

Clinical Gastroenterology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. 
Franklin, M.D. Clinical gastroenterology is approached by the 
case-study method. In addition, the methods of clinical 
gastroenterology, gastroscopies, colonscopies, small bowel 
biopsies, liver biopsies, esophageal motility studies and 
proctoscopy are performed with the clinical section. Students 
review extensively the literature on subjects related to single 
cases seen during the course of the rotation.

Clinical Hematology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: S. Gregory, 
M.D. This course emphasizes clinical diagnostic hematology. 
Students participate with members of the section in the study 
of patients. Regular review of case studies with the faculty 
provide the basis for in-depth studies, particularly bone marrows 
and with other diagnostic facilities of the laboratory. Regular 
sectional conferences, extensive library facilities, and audio- 
visual aids are available.

Clinical Infectious Diseases. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: S. Levin, 
M.D. Students are expected to reach accurate conclusions 
regarding the diagnosis and management of hospitalized patients 
during the rotation.

examined by the student in the laboratory. The use and abuse 
of laboratory tests and antimicrobials is stressed.

Clinical Rheumatology. SU, FA, WI, SP. ‘Directors: E. Barton, 
M.D., A. Black, M.D. The student studies a variety of patients 
with rheumatologic and arthritic disorders. Emphasis is on the 
fundamentals of joint examination, observation and performance 
of laboratory examinations on synovial fluid and familiarity 
with the spectrum of laboratory procedures useful in 
rheumatologic diagnosis and treatment. The interdisciplinary 
approach relies heavily on contributions of Immunology, 
Orthopedics, Diagnostic Radiology, Physiotherapy and 
Occupational Therapy. In addition to hospitalized patients, 
experience is offered in the Ambulatory Care of these disorders. 
Prerequ. INMED 601. Elective, 4 weeks. 


Clinical Oncology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Directors: C. Perlia, M.D., 
F. Hendrickson, M.D., S. Economou, M.D. Patients seen by the 
Section of Medical Oncology provide an ample and varied 
spectrum of oncological problems. Students study selected 
patients under the direction of members of the Section. Various 
therapeutic approaches and complications occurring in the 
course of the disease are discussed. New patients are discussed 
at biweekly section meetings. 

The program stresses the importance of the combined 
interdisciplinary approach using the resources of the 
Department of Surgery, Therapeutic Radiology as well as 
those of Pathology and Nuclear Medicine. The weekly Tumor 
Conference, Lymphoma Conference and Gynecologic Tumor

Director: H. Gewurz, M.D. This 
course is concerned with the primary concepts and fundamentals 
of immunology. The development, structure and function of 

the lymphoid tissues, antibody structure, antigen-antibody 
interactions, antibody formation, cellular immunity, 

complement, phagocytosis, antibody and cell-mediated 
hypersensitivity, B cell-T cell interactions and cell surface 
makers and Ir genes are reviewed. 

Prerequ. All Required Phase I Courses. Requ. Phase II, 13 hours. 


Infections. WI. Director: S. Levin, M.D. The lecture series 
provides an introduction to fever, host-parasite interactions, 
defense mechanisms, septicemia, and intercellular infections. 
Specific topics are staphylococci, streptococci, anaerobic 
infections, rickettsial infections, and parasitic infections. These 
supplement presentations within the other organ systems of 
Phase II. 

Prerequ. All Required Phase I Courses. Requ. Phase II, 15 hours. 


Locomotor System. SU., SP. Director: J. Galante, M.D. This 
course provides an introduction to the anatomy, function, 
pathophysiology, and clinical problems of the musculo- 

skeletal system. The lecture and discussion sessions provide a 
basis for practical work in the laboratory dissection of the 
extremities and other portions of the musculo-skeletal system. 
Audio-visual programs are available. Microscopic study of the 
pathology of the musculo-skeletal system is part of the practical 
work. 

Prerequ. All Required Phase I Courses. Requ. Phase II, 70 hours. 


Neurosensory Communicative System. WI. Director: M. 
Cohen, M.D. This course covers in an integrated fashion the 
basic and practical aspects of neurosciences. Pertinent aspects 
of neuroanatomy, neurophysiology, and neuropharmacology 
are stressed. Lectures are supplemented with audio-visual 
materials. Anatomy and physiology are studied by laboratory 
exercises and demonstrations. Small group student/ faculty 
conferences are provided.

Reproductive System. FA. Director: R. Misenhimer, M.D. The 
major emphasis is on the study of normal structure and function 
of the reproductive system and normal pregnancy.

The course is divided into instructional 
units with specific instructional objectives presented prior to 
beginning the course. 

Prerequ. All Required Phase I Courses. Requ. Phase II, 60 hours. 


Respiratory System. SU., SP. Director: R. Hughes, M.D. 
Respiratory Task Force is a lecture, seminar, laboratory, multi- 
discipline course designed to provide a comprehensive view of 
the pathophysiology of the respiratory system. In addition to 
the lecture format, physiology and pathology laboratory work 
are provided. 

Prerequ. All Required Phase I Courses. Requ. Phase I, 55 
hours. 


Clerkship in Pediatrics. SU,FA,WI,SP. Director: L. Henikoff, 
M.D. The principles and practice of care from birth through 
adolescence are studied by direct patient contact. The primary 
emphasis is to provide an opportunity for students to become 
proficient in the clinical basis of pediatric diagnosis and 
therapy. The clinical facilities of both the in-patient and out- 
patient services of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, Mt. 
Sinai Hospital, Christ Hospital and private physicians’ offices 
are available. Regular seminars, conferences, lectures, and 
case presentations provide additional learning experiences. 
Prerequ. CLTUT 505. Requ. Phase III, 8 weeks. 


Pediatric Ambulatory Care. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. Elam, 
M.D. Primary focus is on the child or adolescent. From this 
perspective understanding is developed in evaluating the 

medical needs in terms of signs, symptoms, family, and 
environment. There is heavy emphasis on the study of normal 
growth, development, and behavior. All aspects of the 

provision of ambulatory care are studied. The Pediatric 
Ambulatory Service in the Health Center is used as a 

learning environment.

Introduction to Newborn Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: 
W. Meier, M.D. This course is an introduction to the 

care of newborn infants and mothers with emphasis on normal 
sequence of events in the birth-recovery period and adaptation of 
baby and mother during the post-partum period. Regular 
seminars and rounds are concerned with the study of specific 
assigned patients.

Adolescent Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: G. Strokosch, 
M.D. Experience is provided in adolescent medicine and 
related disciplines.

Emphasis is on 
the multi-disciplinary approach to patient care through 
psychological testing, disability assessment, and family 
counseling.

Advanced Pediatrics. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. Christian, 
M.D. Advanced studies in pediatrics and related disciplines 
provide increased depth and degree of responsibility in 

patient care. The clerkship also serves as a preparatory training 
phase for post-doctoral residency experience. The course 
utilizes both the in-patient and out-patient facilities of 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital. 

Prerequ. PEDS 601. Elective, 8-12 weeks. 


Pediatric Psychology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Directors: C. Brocken, 
Ph.D., J. Christian, M.D. This course focuses on the pediatric 
patient, infancy through adolescence, under the stress of 
hospitalization. Description of normal and abnormal coping 
behaviors, and therapeutic means of dealing with them. 
Observation of pediatric patients in specially conducted rounds. 
Demonstration of a variety of therapeutic measures, e.g., 
puppet theatre for pre-operative cases, play therapy, adolescent 
“rap” groups, etc. 

Prerequ. PEDS 601. Elective, 12 weeks. 


Pediatric Cardiology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. Bucheleres, 
M.D. Both ambulatory and in-patient experience is obtained in 
caring for children with heart disease. Correlation of x-ray 

and electro-cardiographic and cardiac catheterization data 

with physical findings is intensively studied. Through patient 
assignment, the student participates in intra- and post-operative 
surgical management. Out-patient offices, in-patient service, 

and cardio-respiratory laboratories are available to aid in 

study.

Pediatric Allergy. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. Hyde, M.D. 
The clinical approach to the problems of allergy in the young 
is studied. The primary emphasis is on the management of 
allergic eczema and bronchial asthma. The in-patient and out- 
patient facilities of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s are used.

Pediatric Infectious Disease. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: K. 
Reddi, M.D. The course involves the clinical evaluation of 
pediatric patients with an infectious disease.

The clinical 
facilities of the in-patient and out-patient departments at 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital and the Municipal Contagious 
Disease Hospital are used. Independent laboratory research 

is encouraged. 

Prerequ. PEDS 601. Elective, 8 weeks. 


Pharmacology. WI. Director: B. Moon, Ph.D. The general 
aspects of the physiochemical factors governing drug receptor 
interactions, importance of quantitative aspects of absorption, 
distribution, and biotransformation and excretion of drugs are 
studied. The probable mode of drug actions that modify 
biological function and representatives of special classes of 
drugs are studied to acquaint the student with the major 
classes of drugs. Laboratories and demonstrations extend the 
material in the lectures and offer the student practical 
experience with drug effects in the living organism. Small group 
discussions correlate lectures, laboratory exercises, and current 
therapeutic applications. 

Requ. Phase I, 45 hours. 


Pharmacology. SP. Director: B. Moon, Ph.D. Continuation of 
PHARM 451. 
Requ. Phase I, 45 hours. 


Advanced Pharmacology. FA. Director: B. Moon, Ph.D. 
Selected topics are presented regarding various classes of 
pharmacological agents, particularly drugs affecting the 
autonomic nervous system and the cardiovascular system. 
Drug biotransformation is considered in detail to illustrate 
pharmacological principles and mechanisms of drug activity 
studied in general pharmacology. Student presentation is 
expected at regular lectures and seminars. In addition, 
submission of a paper covering recent advances in a selected 
topic, and critical evaluation of related articles appearing in 
scientific journals are required.

PHARM 602 Pharmacogenetics and Drug Interactions. SP. Director: P.E. 
Carson, M.D. The scope of specific pharmacologic parameters 
that influence the onset, intensity, and duration of drug 
response is studied with emphasis on the physiochemical 
and biological variables that dictate the course of drug 
therapy. Emphasis is placed on new developments as reported 
in the current literature. The format is primarily conference 
and seminar with emphasis placed on the investigational aspects 
of drug mechanisms. Participation in laboratory research will 
be encouraged. A report covering recent advances with critical 
evaluation of the scientific literature is required. 

Prerequ. PHARM 452. Elective, 12 weeks. 


PHARM 611 Cardiovascular Pharmacology. WI. Director: A. Prancan, Ph.D. 
This advanced course on the pharmacology of the 
cardiosvascular system and related nervous structures 
emphasizes specific drug actions at all levels of cardiovascular 
control. Experimental techniques as they relate to elucidating 
drug action are applied in laboratory demonstrations. A lecture- 
seminar format includes student presentation.

PHYSO 451 Physiology. FA. Director: J. Michael, Ph.D. This is a 
comprehensive physiology course which deals with essentially 
all of the major organ systems. Concept formation and problem 
solving are stressed. Lectures are supplemented by small group 
discussions which stress problem solving and by laboratory exercises. 
The student is expected to discuss assigned study questions in 
the group discussions, and laboratory reports are to be submitted. 
Requ. Phase I, 80 hours. 


PHYSO 452 Physiology. WI. Director: J. Michael, Ph.D. Continuation of 
PHYSO 451. 
Requ. Phase I, 60 hours. 


PHYSO™S22 Quantitative Medical Physiology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: 
J. Apter, M.D., Ph.D. Experimental, theoretical, and clinical 
physiology is studied particularly in terms of its applicability 
to clinical medicine and its support by reliable quantitative 
data. Laboratory work in biomaterials and biomechanics with 
animal experimentation is provided. The selection of reliable 
data from the available literature is accentuated. Interaction 
with analog computer program models of clinical systems is 
available.

Research Topics in Physiology. SU, SP. Director: A. Rovick, 
Ph.D. With a member of the staff, the student participates in a 
laboratory based experience in an area of current research. 

The level of participation depends on background and will 
include examination of the literature, a review of the topics 
being investigated and opportunities to participate in 
experimental work. In addition to work in the laboratories with 
members of the staff, independent experimental or bibliographic 
projects may be undertaken with the approval of a faculty 
member. At completion, a report is prepared describing the 
work attempted and accomplished.

Preventive Medicine. WI. Director: J. Schoenberger, M.D. A 
general survey is provided in three topics: biostatistics provides 
an introduction to the use of statistical methods, particularly 
in the statistical evaluation of research data; a general survey 
of epidemiology provides an introduction to current methods 
and problems in practice; preventive medicine is 

concerned with socioeconomic factors in health care, preventive 
practices, environmental and occupational health. The course 

is conducted through lectures, panels, and seminars.

Primary Care. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. Schoenberger, M.D. 
Ambulatory care in a physician’s office is the basis for this 
clerkship. On a preceptorial basis in selected physicians’ offices, 
the students study in depth the contemporary modes of office 
care with emphasis on preventive measures and follow-up care. 
By individual arrangement, experience is available in a variety 
of settings such as group practice, inner-city clinics, rural 
practice, etc. Experience in foreign countries is also available. 
Prerequ. CLTUT 505. Elective, 4-12 weeks. 


Occupational Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: R. Kassriel, 
M.D. This experience provides a combination of didactic and 
practical work in approaching the problems of health 
maintenance and environmental hazards in diverse industrial 
settings. 

Prerequ. INMED 601. Elective, 8 weeks. 


Field Experience in Epidemiology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: 
J. Schoenberger, M.D. Emphasis is placed on the collection 
and analysis of data obtained in epidemiologic studies. The 
student may select a project and is expected to become familiar 
with field epidimologic techniques and tools including 
questionnaire design and interviewing. Primary emphasis is 
placed on studies of cardiovascular disease with special 
emphasis on the control of hypertension and prevention of 
cardiac disease.

Research Studies in Health Care Delivery. SU, FA, WI, SP.

Director: P. Ebenhoeh, 
M.D. The normal emotional state of man, the recognition and 
therapy of emotional disorders, the effect of stress on the 
development of abnormal behavior, and the presence or 
absence of concomitant psychosomatic disease is presented 
through graded, intensive clinical experience. Concepts of 
systems of care are presented in an integrated manner. 
Experience is provided in both a hospitalized and ambulatory 
setting. 

Prerequ. CLTUT 505. Requ. Phase III, 8 weeks. 


Psychosomatic Medicine. SU, FA, WI, SP. Directors: S. 
Cavanaugh, M.D.; J. Wolff, M.D. The relationship between 
internal and external stresses and the development of physical 
symptomology as well as therapeutic interventions are studied. 
Adults and children hospitalized on medical, surgical, obstetrical, 
or pediatric services are studied with supervised diagnostic 
evaluation and continuing management. The role of the 
milieu — home, community, and hospital — is emphasized. 
Special work with dialysis patients, transplant patients, 
patients with malignancy, and those undergoing intensive care 
are studied. The clerkship is planned as an experience in all 
areas with emphasis depending upon student interest and 
needs.

Child Psychiatry SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: M. Navarro, 
M.D. The important variations in behavior in the young are 
studied with emphasis on the group therapeutic approach in 
the setting of an 18 bed in-patient unit for adolescents and 
children.

Treatment team visits to the home aid in developing direct 
experience in diagnostic and short term treatment. The concept 
of the medical care team is primary in the provision of these 
mental health services.

Alcoholic Treatment Program. SU, FA, WI, SP. Directors: 

V. Pisani, M.D.; P. Epstein, M.D. This experience is based on 
the in-patient therapeutic milieu. The multi-disciplinary 
diagnostic and treatment approach to acute, intermediate, and 
long-term management and rehabilitation of patients with 
alcoholism is studied. The medical, biological, educational, 
social, environmental, behavioral, and psychological aspects of 
alcoholism are studied in the therapeutic situation. The pursuit 
of special interests is encouraged.

Diagnostic Radiology. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: Y. Adler, M.D. 


RADIO 606 


Basic radiologic principles are demonstrated and the role of 
diagnostic radiology as a clinical setting for patient care and 
medical and surgical specialty consultations are emphasized. 
Seminars, classes, and programmed material especially prepared 
for medical students are provided. Elective experience in 

several departmental subsections is available.

Clerkship in Surgery. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: A. Doolas, M.D. 
The principles of pre- and post-operative care, the diagnosis 

of surgical disease, indications for surgery, and the physiological 
principles of surgery are stressed. Technical experience is 
provided in the operating rooms. Daily lectures and 

conferences provide additional direct contact with faculty. 

In addition to general surgery, the students choose from 
available surgical electives to complete the clerkship. 

Prerequ. CLTUT 505. Requ. Phase III, 12 weeks. 


Surgical Technique. SU, FA, WI, SP. Directors: D. Monson, 
M.D., H. Paul, M.D., M. Haklin, M.D. The course is conducted 
in the large animal laboratory from 1-5 p.m. on Monday for 
10 weeks. The objective of the course is to acquaint the surgical 
student with scrubbing technique, operating room etiquette, 
gowning, draping, instrument handling and a basic introduction 
to fundamental techniques in the various fields of surgery. 
These include the proper usage of instruments, knot-tying, 
suture handling, arterial and venous cut-downs, tracheostomy, 
gastro-intestinal, anastomoses, genito-urinary surgery, plastic 
surgery and the ethics of the animal laboratory; post-operative 
follow-up is expected.

General Surgical Preceptorship. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: H. 
Southwick, M.D. In association with the general surgical 
faculty, the student participates in the care of both ambulatory 
and hospitalized patients. Experience is primarily in the 
surgeon’s office or in ambulatory elective surgery. With 
hospitalized patients, operative and pre- and post-operative 
care provides for experience in continuous surgical care.

In addition practical training in the 
use of resuscitative equipment is given. Induction of anethesia, 
analgesia, and muscle paralysis is performed under controlled 
conditions. The pharmacology and physiology of anesthesia 
are discussed. Training is primarily in the surgical operating 
areas.

Clinical Transplantation. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: F. Merkel, 
M.D. The clinical aspects of transplantation, including donor 
and recipient surgery, pre-operative and post-operative care 

are studied. The student participates in organ preservation 

as well. Seminars on the fundamental and clinical aspects of 
transplant immunology are held.

Transplantation Research. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: F. Merkel, 
M.D. The primary emphasis is laboratory research in the 
animal, perfusion, and immunologic laboratories. The student 

is responsible for supervised research in organ transplantation, 
transplant immunology, and other clinically oriented problems.

Cardiovascular Surgery. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: D. Monson, 
M.D. This course emphasizes the physical and laboratory 
diagnosis of congenital and acquired cardiovascular disease, 
surgical indications, surgical management and pre-operative 

and post-operative care are discussed on rounds, in conferences 
and on an individual basis.

Plastic and Reconstructive Surgery. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: 
J. Curtin, M.D. The basic surgical principles of wound care, 
wound treatment, and general techniques associated with the 
treatment of acute trauma, burns, lacerations, and blunt 
trauma are studied. Experience is provided in excisional and 
repairative surgery and the plastic surgical management of 
neoplasms.

The 
student actively participates in the management of both 
hospitalized and ambulatory patients.

Clinical Orthopedics. SU, FA, WI, SP. Director: J. Galante, 
M.D. The primary emphasis is on examination, diagnosis, 
pathology, and treatment of conditions affecting the musculo- 
skeletal system. The student participates in clinical work in 
physicians offices and hospital facilities such as the cast room 
and the operating room. Audio-visual materials from the 
orthopedic library are available. 

Prerequ. SURGY 601. Elective, 4 weeks. 


Orthopedic Research. FA, SP. Director: J. Galante, M.D. 
Research and bio-engineering as applied to the musculo- 
skeletal system are studied with particular emphasis on the 
patho-mechanics of human gait, mechanics of lifting, 
experimental use of implants in animals and their effects on 
biologic systems. The research laboratories of the department 
are available for independent projects and preceptorial work.

Spinal Afflictions. FA, WI, SP. Director: R. DeWald, M.D. 
The course is designated to introduce the student to spinal
